1.  The  Board  of  Education  will,  if  lu'ovisioii  is  made  by 
Parliament  for  the  purpose,  make  grants  to  Local  Education 
Authorities  during  the  financial  year  ending  on  the  31st  March 
1 915  in  respect  of  tlie  provision  of  meals  for  children  attending 
Public  Elementary  Schools,  under  the  Education  (Provision  of 
i\leals)  Act,  1906. 

2.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  grants  will  be  limited,  and 
they  will  be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

3.  Grant  will  be  assessed  on  the  basis  of  the  work  done  and 
the  payments  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  during 
the  year  ending  on  the  31st  March  1914. 

4.  In  distributing  the  grant  the  Board  will  take  into 
■consideration ; — 

(a)  the  extent  to  which  the  work  is  co-ordinated  with  that  of 
the  School  Medical  Service  ; 

(h)  the  care  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the  children  for 
admission  to  the  meals  ; 

(c)  the  sufficiency  and  suitability  of  the  dietary  ; 

(d)  the  exteiit  to  ^vhich  attention  is  given  to  the  educational 

aspect  of  the  work. 

(e)  the  suitability  of  the  accommodation  and  equipment  and 

the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  supervision  of  the 
meals  ; 

(/)  the  completeness  of  the  arrangements  made  for  ascer- 
taining and  recording  the  effect  of  the  meals  on  the 
phj^sical  and  inental  condition  of  the  children ; 

(g)  the  economical  administration  of  the  work. 

5.  The  Board  will  require  to  receive  as  soon  as  iDOSsible  (a) 
a statement  in  an  approved  form  of  the  arrangements  made  and 
the  expenditure  actually  incujTed  in  respect  of  the  provision  of 
meals  during  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31st  Marcli  1914,  and 
(h)  a statement  in  an  approved  foian  showing  the  arrangements 
proposed  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  March  1915,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  expenditure  for  that  year. 
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6.  The  Board  may  disregard  any  items  of  expenditure 
which,  in  their  opinion,  should  not  he  taken  into  account  for 
the  pui-pose  of  the  grant,  and  if  any  question  arises  as  to  the 
intei*pretation  of  these  Regulations  the  decision  of  the  Board 
shall  he  final.

Regulations  under  which  grants  are  payable  to 
Local  Education  Authorities  in  respect  of  the  pro- 
vision of  meals  for  children  attending  Public 
Elementary  Schools  in  England  and  Wales. 


1.  Grants  are  payable  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  Local 
Education  Authorities  during  each  financial  year  commencing 
on  April  1st  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  meals  for  children 
attending  Public  Elementary  Schools,  under  the  Education 
(Provision  of  Meals)  Acts,  1906  and  1914. 

2.  The  grant  payable  in  a fiiiaiicial  year  will  be  based  on 
the  Avork  done  and  the  payments  made  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  during  the  previous  financial  yeaj-. 

3.  Where,  in  the  Board’s  opinion,  the  arrangements  made  for 
the  provision  of  meals  are  adequate,  and  their  working  is  efficient, 
the  grant  Avill  be  paid  at  a rate  of  one-half  of  the  expenditure  ; 
in  other  cases  the  Board  may  either  pay  at  a lower  rate  or  with- 
hold the  grant. 

4.  In  distributing  the  grant  the  Board  Avill  take  into 
consideration  : — 

(a)  the  extent  to  Avhich  the  Avork  is  co-ordinated  with  that  of 
the  School  Medical  Service  ; 

(h)  the  care  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the  children  for 
admission  to  the  meals ; 

(c)  the  sufficiency  and  suitability  of  the  dietary ; 

(cl)  the  extent  to  Avhich  attention  is  giA-en  to  the  educational 
aspec‘t  of  the  Avork  ; 

(e)  the  suitability  of  the  accommodation  and  equipment  and 
the  efficiency  of  tlie  service  and  supervision  of  the 
meals ; 

(/)  the  completeness  of  the  aiTangements  made  for  ascer- 
taining and  recordi]]g  the  effect  of  the  meals  on  the 
physical  and  mental  condition  of  the  children  ; 

(g)  the  economical  administration  of  the  A\'ork. 

5.  The  Board  Avill  require  to  receive  as  soon  as  possible  in 
each  financial  year  a statement  in  an  approved  form  of  the 
arrangements  made  and  the  expenditure  acUially  incurred  in 
respect  of  the  provision  of  meals  during  the  previous  financial 
year. 
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6.  The  Board  may  disregard  any  items  of  expenditure 
which,  in  their  opinion,  sliould  not  be  taken  into  account  for 
tlie  purpose  of  the  grant,  and  if  any  question  arises  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  these  Regulations  the  decision  of  the  Board 
shall  be  final. 

7.  These  Regulations  will  come  into  operation  on  April  1st,
